STOWAWAYS SENT 
ASHORE IN FLORIDA 


Vessels Ransacked on Wilbur 
Order; Sailor Arrested 
and Inquiry Started. 


Key West, Fla., April 12 (A.P.).—Five 
young women who sought adventure on 
the high seas via naval destroyers as 
stowaways tonight were back on dry 
land destined to return 'to “home ports” 
by more conventional means, wHfile one 
o; Uncle Sam’s gobs was under arrest 
and an official investigation has been 
ordered. 

Presence of the five women aboard 
the vessels accustomed to only male 
ciews was disclosed when a general 
search of destroyers in Southern waters 
was ordered by Secretary of Navy Wil- 
bur today on information from the St 
Petersburg, Fla., chief of police that a 
girl from there was reported hidden 
aboard the Destroyer Billingsley. 

Four young women were put ashore 
here from the U. 8. 8S. Concord, when 
they were discovered during the genera 
search. They gave their names as Billy 
Lacer, Rose McGuire, Flossie Rice and 
Ramilda Avary and said they “shipped’ 
aboard the destroyer at New Orleans to 
return to their homes at Philadelphia 

Father Demands. Inquiry. 


The fifth, Cynthia Albert Poole, 15- 
year-old school girl, of St. Petersburg 
was put ashore at Mayport, Fla.. from 
the destroyer Billingsley. Her father 
voseph Poole, has asked Secretary WIl- 
bur to investigate “he matter and de- 
termine how a girl could stow away 
aboard a United States destroyer and 
get as far as his daughter did without 
being discovered.

NING OF ITALY ESCAPES 
BOMB; 15 DEAD, 40 HURT 


Infernal Machine in Milan 
Lamp-Post Does Havoc 
Over Wide Area. 


RULER VISITS WOUNDED 


Milan, April 12 (A.P.).—Terrorists 
placed a nowerful bomb in the base of 
one of the electric light lamp posts lin- 
ing the Piazza Giulio Cesare, and it ex- 
ploded with terrific force this morning, 
killing at least 15 persons and injuring 
40 or more, about the time King Victor 
Emmanuel was due to pass the spot. 
Thousands had gathered to salute the 
King on his way to the fair grounds to 
inaugurate an exposition. The explo- 
sion tore the lamp post to pieces and 
scnt huge chunks of tron in all direc- 
tions. 

The king, who had arpived at Milan 
nalf-an hour before, was somewhat de- 
layed in proceeding to the fair grounds, 
The enthusiastic populace crowded the 
streets and the squares. It was due io 
the slowness of the royal procession that 
the king escaped being in the very midst 
of the disaster. Word of the explosion 
was kept from the king until he en- 
tered the fair grounds, a few minutes 
after 10 o'clock. 

The base of the lamp post where the 
bomb had been placed had a circumfer- 
ence of about 7 or 8 feet. Therefore the 
explosive power of the bomb was in- 
creased manyfold. When it burst frag- 
ments of metal were scattered over a 
radius of an eighth of a mile. A huge 
nole was ripped in the pavement for a 
distance of 100 or more feet, and great 
crevices were opened in the square. 

A woman looking out of a window 
of a house nearby was struck. by a fly- 
ing metal splinter and killed instantly 
A little girl, who was known to have 
been clinging to the lamp post near 
the top, to see the procession, was 
blown. to pieces. All that could be 
found of her was a little white hand

Dublin Calculates Machine 
Can Reach New York Early 
This Afternoon.

Fair weather was forecast for early to- 
day at the western end of the long 
route the German monoplane Bremen, 
bound for “Mitchel Field or Heaven,” 
traveled if all went well with the big 
ship during the night. 

Rain squalls and low-hanging clouds 
off Newfoundland gave way late last 
night to clear sKies. A fog off Halifax 
had lifted and the plane after buck- 
ing adverse winds on the last lap of her 
flight from Ireland, should pass Newe 
found!~ i in fairly favorable weather. 

Officials at Baldonnel Field, where 
the Bremen took off at 5:38 a. m., Irish 
time, on Thursday, figured that the 
ship -hould sight Newfoundland by 
12:30 a. m., Eastern standard time, to- 
day, barring mishap. 

The fact tha. the Bremen had not 
been reported since it cleared the west 
coast of Ireland, two hours after the 
tal:e-off, caused no anxiety at the 
Baldonnel Field. 


Faith In Singl Motor. 


The three-man crew of the Bremen— 
Capt. Hermann Koehl, German ace; 
Col. James Fitzmaurice, Ireland’s air 
hero, and Barcn Gunther von Huene- 
feld, backer of the flight—placed their 
fa-th in the ship’s single powerful 
motor, and their. friends ashore were 
equally confident that it would carry 
the plane safely across the Atlantic. 

James H. Kimball, of the United 
States Weather Bureau, said there had 
been no developments during the night 
to alter his earlier forecast that the 
plane would strike considerable wind 
resistance on the last few hundred 
miles of the trip. Off St. Johns, Newe 
foundland, he said, there was good 
visibility last night, but indications 
were that rain would come before 
morning. 

A southeast wind had veered to the 
southwest, and out over the Grand 
Banks northwest winds prevailed and 
the temperature hovered around freeze 
ing. 

A close watch was to be kept at St. 
Johns for the plane but there was little

Elaborate plans were made in New 
York to receiv: the airmen, Baron 
Ehrenfried Gunther von Huenefeld, the 
sponsor and passenger-handyman, and 
Capt. Herman Koeh] and Col. James 
Fitzmaurice, the pilots. Since the plane 
Was not expected until noon or later to- 
day, the landing lights at Mitchel Field 
were not burned during the night. 

The flying field is to be policed to- 
day by large details of suldiers and po- 
lice. and delegations from New York 
fiiers’ organizations, and German and 
Irish societies made plans for a royal 
welcome. ‘Mayor Walker appointed Gro- 
ver Whalen, head of the mayor’s com- 
mittee for the reception of distinguished 
guests, to receive the fliers in the name 
of New York City. 

The Federal Government took cogni- 
zance of the flight, Secretary of War 
Davis instructine the Army corps com- 
manders at New York, Boston and Phil- 
adelphia to prepare to offer every pos- 
sible assistance and courtesy to the 
foreign fliers wherever they might 
land.

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Charges of Bias by Juror 
Made in Alimony Appeal 
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An accusation that the Circuit Court 
jury,°which refused to award the sum 
of $9,050, or any part thereof, to Mrs. 
Lillian B. Coles, of Katonah, N. Y., us 
arrears in alimony due her under a New 
York decree of divorce against her for- 
mer husband, Nathaniel C, Halstead, of 
this city, had held what might ve 
termed a “consolation party” in the 
jury room, were made yesterday by 
Ralph A. Cusick, counsel for Mrs, Coles 
in a motion for a new trial. 

In an affidavit, attached to the mo- 
tion, Cusick states that he was informed 
by one of the jurors, that the foreman 
cf the jury, Richardson A. Baker, related 
his marital woes in the jury room, »s- 
pecially those concerning the payments 
of temporary alimony to Mrs. Mae 
Kamm Baker, and so prejudiced the 
other jurors that they refused to award 
Mrs. Coles any money at all. 

Under the rules of the court, such af- 
fairs as are alleged to have taken place 
in the jury room are privileged and are 
not considered grounds for a new trial, 
but Attorney Cusick connects the al- 
leged “consolation party” with an event 


which occurred prior to the swearing tn 
of the jury. 

At that time, Cusick says, he asked 
all of the jurors if any of them had been 
divorced or had paid alimony, and if 
they had any prejudices against claims 
such &s that presented by Mrs. Coles 
and, according to the affidavit, all of 
the jurors answered in the negative. 

Mrs. Coles, who is now the wife of 
Remson Coles, was awarded a decree on 
July 8, 1920. Mrs. Mae Kamm Baker 
was awarded a limited: divorce from 
Richardson A, Baker, on November 4, 
1922, according to a copy of the decree 
attached to Cusick’s motion. Prior to 
the signing of the Baker decree, Mr. 
Baker had been paying $40 a month 
temporary alimony, but he entered into 
a financial arrangement with Mrs. Baker 
which did away with alimony payments 
after the decree was signed. 

Cusick also alleged in his motion that 
Justice Siddons erred in presenting a 
question of law to the jury, namely, 
whether Mrs. Coles had waited too long 
before filing suit against Halstead. The 
jury found that she had done so.

Transit Co.; William Gibbs McAdoo, 
counsel for Mr. Wilson; William F. Ham, 
president of the Washington Railway 
& Electric Co., and John H. Hanna, 
president of the Capital Traction Co. 

Members of the Public Utilities Com- 
mission, the District Commissioners, 
People’s Counsel Fleharty, Charles J. 
Bell, George E. Hamilton, Brice Clagett, 
George F. Dunlop and F. Russell Brown 
have been invited to the meeting. A 
report on the proposed merger plan 
will be made by Harry King, chairman 
of the public utilities committee of the 
chamber. 

Several bills now pending in Congress 

affecting the District were acted upon 
yesterday at a meeting of the commit- 
tee on law and legislation, Judge Mary 
O'Toole, chairman. A subcommittee to 
investigate abolishing capital punish- 
ment in the District was appointed. 
Mrs. Caroline B. Stephens was named 
chairman of the group, which includes 
Dr. Frances Moore Butts, T. S. Settle, 
and Capt. Edward O’Connor. 
A bill transferring the appointment 
of the Recorder of Deeds from the 
Supreme Courts to the President was 
amended by the committee to have the 
recorder appointed by the District 
Commissioners, The amendment stipu- 
lated he should be a qualified resident 
of the District for five years before be- 
ing eligible. Another bill, authorizing 
the Commissioners to settle claims 
against the District up to $5,000 was. 
approvea. The measure providing dras- 
tic fines for kidnaping was also en- 
dorsed. 

Other measures approved by the 
committee provide for detention of 
fugitives from places outside the Dis- 
trict; outiine the responsibilities of 
trustees of fiduciary obligations, and 
prohibit suits against St. Elizabeths 
Hospital when commitment of patients 
has been recommended by high Gov- 
ernment officials. 


LIFE INSURANCE 
TAXES ATTACKED 


Hughes Defends Them in Brief 
Filed in Supreme Court 
as Friend. 


(Associated Press.) 


Government taxes on the income of 
life insurance companies were attacked 
yesterday in the Supreme Court, Will- 
lam Marshall Bullitt, former Solicitor 
General, as counsel for the National Life 
Insurance Co, of Montpelier, Vt., con- 
tending that the present law operated 
to compel insurance companies to pay 
on tax-exempt, securities. 

Charles E. Hughes, as counsel for 
the Metropolitan, Mutual and Pruden- 
tial Companies, filed a brief as friend 
of the court, declaring that life in- 
surance companies generally approved 
the present taxing provisions which 
were originally enacted in 1921. 

Alfred A. Wheat, Special Assistant to 
the Attorney General, argued in sup- 
port of the law, contending that no 
life insurance company was taxed by 
reason of its ownership of tax-exempt 
securities more heavily than those 
which did not hold them. He insisted 
that those owning tax-exempt securi- 
ties were permitted ufider all conditions 
to deduct them from the amounts upon

BROKEN-NEGK EVIDENCE 
PUT BEFORE GRAND JURY 


Witnesses Tell of Death of 
Eleanor Lehman in Office 
of Therapist. 
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MURDER RETURN IS ASKED

The grand jury yesterday concluded, 
in three hours, its investigation into 
the death of Miss Eleanor W. Lehman. 
24-year-old typist, who died of a broken 
neck in the office of Louls W. Hoffman, 
physiotherapist, Victor Building, on 
March 3. Assistant District Attorneys 
William H. Collins and Miss M. Pearl 
McCall, who represented to the grand 
jury facts concerning the death and the 
alleged criminal operation on Miss 
Lehman, did not call Charles H. Parker 
a friend of Miss Lehman’s, as a witness, 
although he responded to a summons to 
testify. 

When asked what the failure to have 
Parker testify meant, Miss McCall 
stated, “Draw your own conclusions.” 
Parker had flatly denied that he was 
responsible for the condition of Miss 
Lehman when she was taken to Hoff- 
man’s office by her friend, Miss Dolores 
Monroe, otherwise known as Mrs Doro- 
thy King. The grand jury !s expected 
t2 finally dispose of the case next week 

The Government is seeking indict- 
ments against Hoffman charging him 
with first degree murder and with per- 
forming a criminal operation. Evidence 
accusing Hoffman of having deliberate- 
ly broken Miss Lehman’s neck through 
fear that she might die as a result of 
the alleged criminal operation is now 
in the hands of the vrand jury for con- 
sideration. 

Mrs. Monroe was brought back from 
New Jersey and she furnished District 
Attorney Leo A. Rover with evidence 
wh'°h resulted in Hoffman being com- 


mivved to jail without bond on $a 
charge of homicide. He had been at | 
liberty under bond on a charge of 
manslaughter, which involves only 
negligent or reckless killing. Police- 
man Philip K,. Clark, of the First Pre- 
cinct. who came to Hofiman’s office 
after Miss Lehman’s neck had been 
broken, was the first witness to téstify 
He was followed by Dr. A. N. Valen- 
tine, who also went to Hoffman's of- 
fice and examined Miss Lehman's neck 
Dr. A. M. McDonaid, who assisted 
Deputy Coroner Dr. Joseph D. Rogers 
at the second autopsy, was next. Mrs. 
Monroe followed Dr. Valentine and Dr 
Rogers followed Mrs. Monroe, 

Lieut. Edward J. Kelly, chief of the 
homicide squad of the Police Depart- 
ment, who brought Parker to the 
district attorney’s office, was next. 
Others who testified were A. M. Wein- 
berg, manager of the film office where 
both Miss Lehman and Parker were 
employed and Miss Rae Catzva, fellow. 
employe of Miss Lehman.

Does Not Want This Merger. 


Roberts obtained the floor and made 
an attack on the merger as now 
worded.

“The question is,” he said, “whether 
we are going to pay more for a merger 
than the companies will save in re- 
duced operating costs.

SCHOOLS’ HEAD ACTS 
TO LESSEN ACCIDENTS 


Ballou Calls Pupils’ Attention 
to Police Regulations 
Relating to Traffic. 


Recent traffic casualties among chil- 
dren in the Washington schools were 
called to the attention of building prin- 
cipals here in a circular letter yester- 
day by Superintendent of Schools 
Frank W. Ballou, stressing observance 
of police. regulations relating to traffic 

Teachers were asked to drill into 
their charges the order requiring that 
“no person or persons shall stand in a 
roadway for the purpose of soliciting 
transportation on private vehicles,” and 
the ordinance holding that “no person 
shall ride upon the rear of any vehicle 
except in the case of employes in the 
discharge of their duties, nor shall any 
person take hold of a moving vehicle 
or street railway car.” 

“The superintendent hopes,” the cir- 
cular stated, “that the instruction con- 
cerning these regulations will be so 
thorough that no public school boys 
or girls will be ignorant of these regu- 
Ietions, to the end that they will not 
piace themselves in a dangerous posi- 
tion or make themselves liable to ar- 
rest by the police for violation of traffic 
regulations.”

WHALE CONSERVATION 


25,400 Killed Last Year, 
Yielding 61,000,000 
Gallons of Oil. 


EXTINCTION SOON FEARED 


Dr. Grover Allen, of the Museum of 
Comparative Zoology, Cambridge, Mass.. 
yesterday was reelected president of the 
American Society of Mammalogists, 
holding its tenth annual convention 
at the National Museum. An all-day 
session was held yesterday during which 
numerous papers on mMammalogy were 
presented. 

Senator Peter Norbeck, of South Da- 
kota, was the guest of honor last night 
at the soclety’s banquet, held at the 
Hamilton Hotel, at which Dr. Witmer 
Stone, of the Philadelphia Academy of 
Sciences, acted as toastmaster. Enter- 
tainment was furnished in the exhibi- 
tion of old photographs of members. 

Early extinction of the whale supply 
of the world was seen as a possibility 
by Lewis Radcliffe, deputy commis- 
sioner of the Bureau of Fisheries, in 
an address before the society yesterday. 
Despite the fact that whale oil is no 
longer needed for illumination, Rad- 
cliffe said, there is a growing demand 
for it, chiefly for the manufacture of 
soap, for use in cosmetics, lard substi- 


tutes, candles, and for the making of 
glycerin. 


The annual whale kill has increased 
from 11,400 in 1921, to 25,400 in 1927, 
according to figureso. the Tariff Com- 
mission, Radcliffe stated, and the an- 
nual production of whale oil now 
amounts to 61,000,000 gallons, 

Dr. Waldo L. Schmitt, of the National 
Museum, told the society that the whale 
trade was one of the most profitable 
of the seafaring pursuits, and that the 
high wages attract high-grade men. He 
told of one captain who received $40,000 
in one season of nine months, and 
stated that mere deck hands receive as 
much as $1,800 a year in good seasons. 

Recommendations for the establish- 
ment of an international commission to 
control and conserve the whale indus- 
try, and the setting up of a licensing 
system to eliminate wasteful practices, 
were made by Radcliffe. He also sug- 
gested that biological studies be under- 
taken to determine the condition and 
trend of the fishery. 

Other speakers at yesterday's session 
included Dr. Carl Hartman, of the Car- 
negie Institution; Dr. Ernest Huber, 
of Johns Hopkins University; William J 
Morden, of .the American Museum of 
Natural History: Albert R. Shadle, of 
the University of Buffalo; O. R. Lang- 
worthy, of Johns Hopkins University; 
Dr. C. Hart Merriam, of California, 
Francis Harper, of the Boston Society 
of Natural History, and Vernon Bailey 
and E. A. Goldman of the United States

FASTED 13 DAYS, HE SAYS 


Substitution of appetite as a gauge of 
meal time for the time-honored Amert- 
can habit of three square meals a day, 
was urged upon some 400 senators and 
representatives, their families and 
friends, who gathered last night in the 
caucus room of the House Office Build- 
ing to hear Bernarr McFadden lecture 
on “Keeping Fit at Sixty.” 

“I never eat unless I am hungry,” 
the widely-known New York publisher 
and health enthusiast told his audience, 
“One of the greatest mistakes people 
make is to eat regular meals. I often 
fast two days a week, and once I went 
without food for 13 days. People who 
are dying today are dying from eating 
too much food.” 

Introduced by Representative La- 
Guardia, of New York, as “one of the 
most remarkable men of the country.” 
MacFadden spoke for nearly an hour on 
exercise as a means of “glorifying” the 
human body. He urged development of 
a “physical personality” and advanced 
walking as probably the best all-around 
exercise. He specified, however, that it 
be “barefooted” walking. 

The health advocate declared himself 
a “teetotaler,” although opposed to pro- 
hibition. He deplored the fact that 
“most people are afraid of sex,” and said 
a grave need exists everywhere for a 
greater knowledge of the subject. Prior 
to the lecture pictures were’ shown of 
the MacFadden family at its daily 
round of play and exercise at its New 
York home. 


JEFFERSON TERMED 
GREATEST POLITICIAN 


Beck, of Pennsylvania, Eulo- 
gizes Merits at Sons of 
Revolution Feast. 


Thomas Jefferson was lauded last 
night as the most successful politician 
the American Commonwealth has yet 
given to the world, in a eulogy deliv- 
ered by Representative James M. Beck, 
of Pennsylvania, at the annual Jef- 
ferson day dinner of the Sons of the 
Revolution, at the Metropolitan Club. 


Representative Beck said he used the 
term “politician” in the “original or 
nobler sense.” Jefferson, he said, for 
@ quarter of a century dominated the 
politics of the country as no other 
man has before or since.

It if be true, and I think it is, 
that they have done a egtreat deal of 
harm, yet it is also true that they have 
done even greater good.”

PARNDED UNARMED 


Deny Weapons Were Carried 
at Time of Fatal Riot 
at Carnegie. 


WITHDRAWAL ORDERED 
“TO STOP BLOODSHED” 


Suit Against Former Members 
Still Under Way in U. S. 
Court at.Pittsburgh. 


Pittsburgh, April 22 (A.P.).—Many 
witnesses took the stand in Federal 
Court here today and denied that mem- 
bers of the Ku Klux Klan were armed 
or stirred up trouble with citizens of 
Carnegie, Pa., on the night of a riot 


there in 1923, when one klansman was 
killed. 

The witnesses were called by the Klan 
after five former members rested their 
case. The suit of the “banished” klans- 
men, who sought to have a receiver ap- 
pointed in Pennsylvania and an ac- 
counting of $15,000,000 collected in this 
State, was dismissed yesterday by Judge 
W. H. Thompson for lack of jurisdiction. 
The Klan wants the court to enjoin 
the former klansmen from using its 
name and award total damages of $500,- 
000, claiming they collected that 
amount without authorizat'on. 

Ray Bowser, of New Kensington, tes- 
tifled people lined along the route of 
the parading klansmen sneered at them, 
John H. Connaughton, of Washington, 
D. C., chief counsel for the Klan, asked 
Bowser as well as other witnesses 
whether the klansmen carried any guns, 
clubs or other implements in Carnegie, 
and the reply always was “No.” 


Withdrawal Was Ordered. 


John Ogle, New Kensington, Pa.. 
testified after klamsmen and citizens 
clashed at a bridge leading into Car- 
negie, Sam D. Rich, then grand dragon 
of Pennsylvinia, ordered them to re- 
turn to a nearby field “to avoid any 
further bloodshed.” 

Ogle said three or four guards, carry- 
ing revolvers in holsters, were stationed 
about the field where the order held a 
demonstration »efore marching into 
Carnegie. 

Connaughton sought to develop from 
W. H. Mitchell, exalted cyclops of 
Swissvale, Pa., and a lieutenant in tue 
State klan organization, that memr s 
of the order were iastructed not to go 
to Carnegie with weapons, but the 
court sustained an objection by Van 
A. Barrickman, a defendant and counsel 
for the former members. 

David Slaughter, of Wilkinsburg, Pa., 
and Imperie! Wizard Hiram W. Evans 
attended the Carnegie demonstration. 
Replying to : question, he said he was 
too far back on the flie’d to hear Evans’ 
speech. 


Bottles and Bricks Uurled. , 


Another witness said citizens hurled 
bottles, clubs, coal and bricks into the 
ranks of the klansmen. The Klansmen, 
it was brought out, were instructed 
not to speak to any persons Outside of 
those in the parade. 

Denial that klansmen fired a cross 
and touched off a bomb on the lawn 
of St. Mary’s Catholic Church, Kittan- 
ning, Pa., as testified to by a witness 
for the former klansmen, was made by 
the Rev. W. W. Hall, of Johnstown, Pa., 
@ klan lecturer in Pennsylvania. 

“There was no such incident during 
a demonstration at Kittanning,” he 
gaid. 

Cross-examined by Barrickman, Mr. 
Hall said a cross was burned and a 
bomb set off at a fleld as part of initi- 
ation services at the meeting. 

Before their plaintiffs began their re- 
buttal testimony some portions of the 
deposition of David C. Stephenson, one- 
time Indiana klan leader and now serv- 
ing life for mufder, were admitted and 
others stricken out by Judge Thom- 
son. 


No Retaliation, He Says. 


Sam McDonald, oi: Wilkinsburg, Pa., 
said the klansmen did not attack any 
citizen at Carnegie before the riot and 
that when some one threw a brick into 
their ranks the klarsmen did not re- 
taliate. He said the klansmen on pa- 
rade were unarmed 

H. O. Howard, Pittsburgh, testified 
Imperial Wizard Evans tried to. stop 
the parade, but that the klansmen dis- 
regarded his order and started the 
march. He said that prior to a riot at 
Scotdale, Pa., some men secreted in a 
cornfield, opened firs on the klansmen 
with pistols. 

On cross-examination, Attorney Bar- 
rickman asked Howard if he had made 
a threat against Beriickman in court 
yesterday. Howard denied this. As the 
witness left the stand he mumbled 
something to the attorney, and Bar- 
rickman asked, “What did you say?” 


. Judge Thomson calteu the witness. to

the bar and told him to repeat his 
remark Howard said he told Barrick- 
man, “You should get your informa- 
tion right.” He was permitted to go to 
his seat.

The slightest hitch in the operation 
of the two-wheeled truck under the

During those flashing seconds, it 
seemed that Koehl was making a final 
effort. 

Then cheers echoed and the engine 
roared as the wings took an upward 
Stand like crosses on its summit.

Rats, Suffering From Disease 
Similar to That in Chil- 
dren, Recover. 


LIVER ALSO IS EFFECTIVE 


Ann Arbor, Mich., April 12 (A.P.).— 
Copper, as an aid in the correction of 


anemia, has been discovered in the 
University of Wisconsin laboratories, 
Dr. E. B. Hart, chief of the division of 
agricultural chemistry of that institu- 
tion, reported today at the meeting of 
the American Society of Biological 
Chemists here, 

By supplementing copper compounds 
with iron tn a whole milk diet, anemia 
in white rats, a disease similar: to 
anemia in children when fed exclusively 
on milk, has been successfully cor- 
rected, Dr. Hart announced. 

The discovery is the result of a long 
series of experiments at the Wisconsin 
institution, in which Dr. Hart and his 
colleagues traced the iron content of 
milk and its effect upon anemia. It 
explains the inability of investigators 
to remedy anemia with pure iron and 
their success with tron of a biological 
source, which contains copper. 

Dr. Hart said that rats suffering from 
anemia, due to an exclusive milk diet, 
were not improved when Iron was added 
to the milk. Addition of copper com- 
pounds, however, produced _ striking 
cures. Liver extracts for treating per- 
nicious anemia in man, prepared under 
the supervision of a committee from 
Harvard University, also proved effec- 
tive with rats. This was attributed 
partly to the copper content in the 
extract. 

Although the correction of anemia in 
rats may differ from the curing of the 
disease in man, Hart believes it may 
prove helpful in curing all types of the 
disease, 

Hart was assisted by Drs. H. Steen- 
bock and C. A. Elvehjam and J. Wad- 
dell, chemist in the College of Agricul- 
ture.

RUSSIAN FUNDS BLAMED 
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Tokyo, April 12 (A.P.).—Continuing 
their drive against communism, the au- 
thorities today arrested more suspects, 
including several students. Further ar- 
rests are expected. 

With more than a thousand alleged 
reds already arrested in Japan during 
the past month, the government ts be- 
lieved to have the situation well in 
hand. No difficulties are expected at 
present, although the _ police are 
watching all suspects closely, 

About 400 or 500 of those under ar- 
rest will be charged with violating the 
peace. Few convictions are expected, 
however, because the government acted 
largely on Suspicion. The evidence was 
found principally in circulars issued 
during the recent general election by 
the Proletarian lefts. This was con- 
sidered chiefly lese majeste because the 
overthrow of the monarchy and the set- 
ting up of a workers’ government was 
advocated. 

The circulars stated: 

“Parliament is nothing more than an 
organ to cheat the people. We must, 
therefore, form our own parliament of 
laborers, farmers and the poorer classes. 

“We must expose the crimes of cap- 
italists and landowners. 

“Our demands are: Wholesale vre- 
vision of the election laws, abolition of 
laws aimed at the oppression of prole- 
tarians, opposition to war of imperial- 
ism abolition of the monarchy.” 

In the election two radical members 
of the Proletarian party obtained seats 
in the diet. It is understood that an 
attempt will be made to unseat them 
in the coming session. 

In the meantime, the government’s 
disbanding of the left wing of the 
Labor-Farmer party is considered polit- 
ically disturbing and the malcontents 
announce that they intend to reor- 
ganize. 

It is generally considered that money 
was supplied the Japanese Communists 
from Russia, but there is no proof of 
this and the Soviet embassy denies it 
absolutely. 


BOY GOES TO DEATH 
OVER LITTLE FALLS

King Visits Wounded. 


As soon as possible the injured were 
removed to the hospital. The king 
displayed wonderful coolness, showing 
anxiety not for himsaf, but for the 
wounded and for the families of the 
victims. 

It was in order not to disappoint the 
organizers of the fair and the exhibi- 
tors, particularly foreign exhibitors, 
that he officiated at the inaugural 
ceremonies, which were cut short. In 
front of the Argentine pavilion, after 
making a hasty inspection of the ex- 
hibits, the king exclaimed: “Now I feel 
my duty is elsewhere, I must go to the 
hospital.” 

This recalled the utterance of his 
father, King Humbert, who, having 
been invited to the officers ball at the 
manoeuvers camp at Pordenone, when 
news reached him that 1,000 people 
were dead or dying of cholera at Naples, 
said: “At Pordenone they dance; at 
Naples they die. I am_ going to 


Naples.” 

King Humbert himself fell 
hands of assassins in July, 
Monza, near Milan. 

When King Victor Emmanuel visited 
the hospital, he spoke to each of the 
injured, expressing sympathy and say- 
ing he would take a personal interest 
in their recovery. On leaving the hos- 
pital he was greeted by an almost de- 
lirous demonstration from the crowds 
which seemed unable to express suf- 
ficiently their joy at his escape. 


Manifesto of Governor.

The Milan governor issued the follow- 
ing manifesto: 

“Milanese: A horrible crime has en- 
deavored to spoil the superb ..our in 
which you all turned toward the ma- 
jésty of th: king and raised toward 
him your spirit of tenacious labors, 
célebrating before your sovereign the 
rite of victory and of labor. 

“Harbor in your manly hearts all 
sorrow and all sympathy for those 
whom an insane act has struck blindly, 


but let there be graven on your vis- 


ages the austere lines which become 
citizens of the city of the Carroccio and 
of the birth of Fascism. 

“Lift up your hearts, O Milanese, and 
resume, grouped about the king in the 
name of the Duce who today more than 
ever is on the march toward the goal 
awaiting us. Forward, Savoy! Long 
live the king!’ 

It was signed by Podesta Belloni, of 
Milan. 

Immediately after the explosion, fire- 
men and Red Cross workers, with Fas- 
cist militia, rushed to the spot, which 
was in the center of the fair grounds. 
Public and private automobiles were 
pressed into service to carry the vic- 
tims to hospitals. 

The secretary of the Fascist Federa- 
tion issued a manifesto calling on the 
fascisti to observe calm and forbidding 
any attempt at any acts of revenge. 


Duce Escapes Bomb. 

London, April 12 (A.P.).——A Reuter’s 
Dispaich from Lugano, Switzerland, 
quotes a Como dispatch, to the Cor- 
riere del Ticino, as stating that a power- 
ful bomb was found on the railway line 
over which Premier Mussolini’s train 
was to pass on his recent return to 
Rome from Milan. A man hiding near 
the track was arrested. 


Mussolini Takes Action. 


Rome, April 12 (A.P.),.—Premier Mus- 
solinit personally supervised measures 


SS 


for discovery of those responsible for 
today’s bomb explosion at Milan as 
soon as he received word of the out- 
rage. 

The premier had just finished an 
audience with Prince Potenziani, gov- 
ernor of Rome, whi. his direct wire 
connecting him with Milan brought 
news of the tragic explosion. 

Acting with the promptness which 
has characterized him in emergencies, 
he gave instructions himself for the 
capture of the perpetrators of the 
bombing and to prevent their escape 
from Italy. He also announced the 
dispatch of various inspectors-general 
of police from Rome to Milan. 

The American Ambassador, Henry P. 
FletcHer, has sent the following mes- 
sage to King Victor Emmanuel at 
Milan. 

“I beg to offer to your majesty my 
sincere and heartfelt congratulations 
upon your majesty’s escape.” 

Imposing demonstrations of loyalty 
broke out all over Rome this after- 
noon and great crowds gathered in 
front of the Quirinal and cheered the 
king and the royal family. 

Premier Mussolini has sent the fol- 
lowing message to King Victor Em- 
manuel at Milan: 

“The startled soul of the entire na- 
tion entwines itself at this moment 
with ever and ever more intense af- 
fection about your majesty. The labor- 
loving rhythm of Milan and the na- 
tion’s perfect discipline will continue 
for the glory of the dynasty and the 
power of the fatherland. I beg your 


majesty to accept an expression of my_ 


profound devotion.” 

Mussolini ordered the podesta at 
Milan to take flowers to “the bodies of 
the innocents struck down by the 
bestial criminality of impotent, bar- 
barous antifascism. 

“Take my greeting of sympathy,” he 
added, in his telegram, “‘and my wishes 
for their recovery to all the injured; I 
am sure that, proudly, Fascist Milan 
will respond to the act of the remnants 
of delinquency with a cry of intenser 
faith in the future of the nation and 
the regime. Its enemies will not 
prevail,” 


Coolidge Sends Sympathy. 


(Associated Press.) 


President Coolidge extended to the 
King of Italy yesterday his sympathy 
upon the loss of Hfe at the Milan 
National Pair, where 15 persons were 
kille® by an explosion just before the 
king passed by. He added that he 
wished to assure the king of his nr- 
lief at his majesty’s escape. 


Hapgood and Wife 
Freed on Riot Charge 


Wilkes-Barre, Pa., April 12 (A.P.).— 
Powers Hapgood and his wife, Mary 
Donovan Hapgood, were today acquitted 
of the charge of inciting to riot. A 
verdict of not guilty was directed by 
Judge Benjamin R. Jones, after police 
witnesses had testified there was no 
disorder in evidence when the pair 
were arrested at Pittston some time 
ago. 

Hapgood and his wife were arrested 
for trying to hold a mass meeting to 
enlist support for three men charged 
with killing a district official of the 
United Mine Workers in the recent 
feud of miners at Pittston. Meetings 
had been banned by the mayor.

Prosecution Likely to Close, 


Its Case by Tomorrow, 
Roberts Announces. 


DEFENSE IS EXPECTED 
TO OPEN ON MONDAY 


Officials of Other Oil Concerns 
Testify, Charging Fall Held 
Up Lease Facts. 


(Associated Press.) 


Accelerating its previous rapid pace, 
the Government took testimony from 
ten witnesses and read the previous 
testimony from three others yesterday 
as it turned into the home stretch of 
its casé against Harry F. Sinclair on 
the charge that he conspired with Al- 
bert B. Fall to lease Teapot Dome oil 
fields. 

Owen J. Roberts, special counsel, then 
announced that today might see the 
wind-up of the prosecution, with a 
likelihood that the defense ‘vould .be- 
gin by Monday. While the general 
theme yesterday dealt with the alleged 
secrecy which shrouded the Teapot 
Dome negotiations, testimony today is 
expected to take up Fall’s famous Rus- 
sian trip as Sinclair’s agent. 

Frank E. Kistler, of Denver, Colo., 
chairman of the board of the Producers 
& Refiners Co., who was summoned as 
a Government witness, failed to ap- 
pear on account of illness. His testi- 
mony prior to the mistrial of the Fall- 
Sinclair case last October was read to 
the jury. 

This followed information from Kis- 
tler’s physician in New York that the 
oil operator was unable to appear, and 
that he was willing to come here and 
testify to that effect if required. Rob- 
erts had said that a Bench warrant 
might be issued for Kistler, if such an 
offer were not forthcoming. Counsel 
for both sides agreed to the reading of 
Kistler’s statement, which deals pri- 
marily with efforts he made to lease 
sections of the Teapot Dome territory.

Helms, in 1922 vice president of the 
Texas-Pacific Coal & Oil Co., and Les- 
lie Miller, Cheyenne (Wyo.) oil op- 
erator, all testified to efforts they 
made to obtain information from Sec- 
retary Fall or his office regarding the 
possibility of leasing Teapot Dome. 

In each instance, they said that ade- 
quate information had been withheld, 
and that their efforts to submit propo- 
sitions were not encouraged. 

Each of them testified on cross-exam- 
ination, however, that the facilities of 
their various organizations would not 
have been sufficient to undertake a 
lease which would have embodied such 
comprehensive provisions as that which 
was Signed by Sinclair. 

These included construction of a pipe 
line to connect with lines extending to 
the West Coast; the construction of 
storage tanks on the Atlantic Coast at 
the expense of the lessee, to be reim- 
bursed by payment in royalty oils, and 
the exchange of royalty oil for fuel oil 
at ports convenient to naval operations. 

George K. Thomhas, of Denver, secre- 
tary of the Pioneer Oil & Refining Co., 
testified concerning a contract nego- 
tiated between his company and the 
Mammoth Oil Co.—Sinclair’s Teapot 
Dome development concern—for the 
purchase of quitclaim deeds affecting 
the oil rgserve. 

Acquirement of these by Sinclair has 
been cited as a condition imposed by 
Fall to the granting of the Teapot Dome 
lease. This contract called for payment 
of $200,000 in cash and $800,000 in oil 
for the deeds, and Kistler’s testimony 
revealed that $341,751 of this total had 
been paid by Sinclair prior to last fall. 


Congress Members Testify. 


Both Senator Kenosick, of Wyoming, 
and former Representitive Mondell, of 
that State, testified concerning efforts 
made by them to obtain information 
from Fall about the status of Teapot 
Dome in April, 1922.. Although these 
efforts were made as late as April 15, 
both said that inquiries were not an- 
swered with an ack:.cwledgment that 
the lease had alreaciy been granted to 
Sinclair. This transaction took place 
officiaily on April /. 1922. 

Much of the testimony, espevially 
that concerning correspondence of Fall 
and that having to do with the period 
prior to that mentioned in the indict- 
ment, went into the record over the 
objection of the defense. 

Telegrams and correspondence of 
Shaffer, who took u» the matter of a 
lease on 60C acres in Teapot with Fall 
in 1921, was admitted, Justice Batley 
told the jury, only to show that Fall 
had prior knowledge of Shaffer’s appli- 
cation for the lease and not as show- 
ing any wrongful mctive on the part 
of the Secretary. 

Shaffer’s testimony was to the effect 
that he had spent $110,000 of his own 
money in developing o') lands adjacent 
to Teapot Dome and felt he was en- 
titled to the acreage he wanted with- 
in the reserve if it were to be leased. 
After it was leased to Sinclair, the wit- 
ness testified, Fall told him to see 
Sinclair about the lease, as the oil 
man had promised to allot the pub- 
lisher 200 acres of Teapot. 

Shaffer conferred with Sinclair 
New York and the oil man agreed to 
ict him have 400 acres, he testified. 
Asked if the negotiations had ever been 
concluded, defense objection prevented 
an answer. 


Navy Bill in Senate 
Provides More Men

FLIGHT OF THE BREMEN.

Mr. Jordan insisted that “despite the enor- 
mous amount of statistical information and 
expert opinion about business today, there 
was probably no time in recent years at which

prospects than they have now.” He urged 
that there be a revision made in current bus: 
iness information ‘‘to restore its practical use- 
fulness.” 

The speaker’s remarks, apt as they may 
possibly be in the sense in which they were 
used, could be applied with certainty and jus- 
tice to the present state of political statistics. 
It is impossible to determine from the various

VETERANS’ (NSURANCK., 

From the start there has been a suspicion 
in certain quarters that the Government life 
insurance extended to veterans of the World 
War is not as cheap or as beneficial as that 


offered by insurance companies. Those who 


are thoroughly familiar with Government in- 
; surance know that the charges-against it are 


untrue. Nevertheless, there has been con- 
stantly an obscure movement to liberalize its 
provisions. The movement finally has cul- 
minated in the introduction of an omnibus bil! 
carrying several changes in compensation pay- 
ments and other features designed to make 
the policies more attractive to veterans, 

The bill was drafted along lines suggested 
by actuaries of several of the larger insurance 
companies, who appeared before the World 
War veterans’ committee of the House. It 
opens the door to all veterans who are insur- 
able risks, whether or not they converted their 
insurance before the expiration date. It per- 
mits a holder to convert an endowment policy 
to straight life insurance, thus securing the 
benefit of a lower rate. It enables the in- 
sured to designate any beneficiafty, whether 
the person is a relative or probable dependent, 

There can be no just complaint as to the 
Government’s care of World War veterans. 
Yet, if existing law can be made more liberal, 
without too great expense or burden, it should 
be done. As was pointed out by the actuaries, 
there always will exist the danger, if the vet- 
eran feels that he is not being treated liberally, 
that Congress will be flooded with requests 
for new pension legislation. Quite aside from 
this, however, is the fact that it Is the Govern- 
ment’s duty to deal as liberally as it ‘possibly 
can with the veterans.

One who knew the late Miss Charlotte Mew 
well has described her as being very small of

she died suddenly in London a few days ago. 
she was 58 years of age. 


eyes and an abundance of gray hair. 


Her whole life was 
one long battle with sorrow and adversity, and 
the drabness of her surroundings and the 
hopelessness of her outlook on life gave that 


melancholy tinge that is characteristic of much 
of the verse that she wrote. She possessed 
the authentic poetic note, for though what 
she has left us is pitiably small In quantity, its 
quality is of the best. ‘‘Poignant” and “ar- 
resting” are adjectives that have been applied 
to her poems, and they are peculiarly appro- 
for the poems seem to spring 
with spontaneous appeal from a noble and 
passionate heart, 

Charlotte Mew had the artistic instinct high- 
ly developed. She showed this in many ways, 
not least in her unsparing, if somewhat fas- 
tidious, self-criticism and in the quantities of 
her verses that in her periods of overwhelming 
depression she destroyed. It has been esti- 
mated that her published poetry is considerably 


| less than a tenth of what she actually wrote. 


Her poems first appeared in various periodi- 
cals. Seventeen of them were collected to- 
gether in one slim volume, “‘The Fariner’s 
Bride,” in 1916. Eleven additional poeins ap- 
peared in the re-issue of 1921. Both editions 
attracted attention and made many friends 
and admirers for the author. Among others 
that discerned in them something quite out 
of the ordinary was Thomas Hardy, who jin- 
vited the surprised and delighted writer to 
spend a week-end at Max Gate, and greeted 
her as the best woman poet of her day. Later 
he joined with John Masefield and Walter de 
la Mare in recommending her for a civil list 
pension which the prime minister, Stanley 
Baldwin, gracefully granted. 
she did not live very long to enjoy it. 

Charlotte Mew had many fine qualities, for 
which her friends will remember her, but 
every one wil] remember her as a true poet 
of rare quality. 


KOOD AND FARM POPULATION, 


Feeling it to be of publie interest for a 
sclentific statement to be made as to why 
farm lands, like many in New England, are 
returning to a state of nature, Dr. Galpin, 
economist of the Department of Agriculture, 
reports that there is nothing abnormal in the 
so-called process of farm depopulation.

Farm population is, there- 
fore, not a matter primarily of how many 
individuals are tilling the soil but how much 
food the country needs. Dr. Galpin gives

To the Editor of The Post—Sir: In 
ycur editorial on “Flood Control,” J 
find this sentence: “Many members of 
Congress hold that President Coolidge 
would not veto any flood control bill, 
however objectionable it might be, be- 
cause of the popular demand for flood 
legislation as a life-saving precaution.” 
There was a time when a popular de- 
mand for flood legislation was shaking 
the whole country, but we Americaas 
are a mercurial people, and our for- 
gettery is always in running order, The 
popular demand for flood legislation has 
practically died out in all sections ex- 
cept where the floods were destructive. 
We go to extremes in everything, but 
the extremes do not last long. Presi- 
dent Coolidge would quickly approve 
a correct and judicious measure for 
flood control, whether there was any 
popular clamor for it or not, and he 
will just as certainly veto a vicious 
measure, even if the clamor still ex- 
isted. 

Some measure for control of floods 
is demanded in the interest of all the 
people, but has Congress given to the 
question the careful thought necessary 
to a proper realization? Last fall dem- 
onstrated that the millions that have 
been expended on the Mississippi River 
have been wasted. The waste was be- 
cause the matter was not thoroughly 
studied before plans were adopted The 
demand was for something immediate; 
that something was done, but its inef- 
ficiency has been proved by experience. 
To properly complete a work that will 
prevent these damages by flood will re- 
quire at least twenty years. A start,

textbooks used on the history of the 
United States.

Too much of the time is taker 
up with ancient history, and too little 
to that of the present time. The history 
of Greece, Egypt, and Rome can well 
be left to later years, but not so with 
the history of our own country, which 
is truly modern. A little experiment has 
lately been made in the way of asking 
certain questions of a number who are 
now in the last year in high school.” 

Some of the questions asked were 45 
follows: Who foundec Rome; who com- 
manded the besieging armies at Troy: 
name the principal gods and goddesses 
in Greek mythology. On these questions 
they made an average of 90 out of. ® 
possible 100. Then American history 
was tried as follows: When and where 
was the Constitution of the United 
States formulated;.name the Presidents 
of the United States in the order of 
their service; who was the first Presi- 
dent; who commanded the Union Army 


‘at the close of the Civil War; what 
was the first and the last battle of that 
war? On these the average was 11 out 
of a possible 100. A knowledge of 
American history is of much more im- 
nee than a knowledge of Greek 
mythology.

Tracks Also Must Be Moved 
on Wisconsin Avenue to 
Meet Widening. 


BUSES TO REPLACE CARS 


Center poles in Wisconsin avenue 
northwest from Tenleytown to the 
District line were ordered removed yes- 
terday by the Public Utilities Commis- 
sion.

early morning. buses, fifteen of them, 
will be operated as follows: 

Georgetown-Lincoln Park line, from 
East Capitol and Fourteenth sireets to 
Thirty-sixth and Prospect’ streets 
northwest, from 1 to 527 a. m.; Co- 
lumbia line, from Fifteenth street and 
New York avenue northwest to Fif- 
teenth and H streets northeast, from 
2:23 to 5:07 a. m., and. Ninth street 
line from Brightwood to the Wharves, 
from 2:03 to 4:03 a. m. 

The commission received a petition 
from the’ Catholic University asking 
that the Park road bus line of the 
Washington Railway & Electric Co. be 
extended south of the Soldiers’ Home 
grounds to the university. 

It was said that this might prove to 
be impracticable, but that crosstown 
service from the Northwest section 
might be otherwise provided. The 
communication was. referred the 
traction company for a report.

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NEW YORK COTTON. 


New York, April 12 (A.P.).—-Fallure 
of improved weather reports to cause 
general or aggressive selling in the cot- 
ton market today promoted covering, 
and early declines were followed by 
rallies. fter selling off to 19.46, Jul 
advanced to 19.61 and closed at 19.58, 
compared with 19.55 at the close the 
previous day. The general market 
closed steady, net unchanged to 7 
points: higher. 

The opening was barely steady at a 
decline of 2 to 5 points. Active months 
sold 7 to 9 points net lower in early 
trading under liquidation combined 
with local and Southern selling. Evi- 
dently this was promoted by the out- 
look for clearing weather with rising 
temperature in the South and belief 
that unfavorable crop features. so far 
developed had been discounted by re- 
cent advances. 

Liverpool was a considerable buyer 
here at the decline which had resulted 
in a widening of the differences be- 
tween the two markets and after ini- 
tial offerings had been. absorbed the 
volume of business tapered off. No 
doubt fatlure of the better weather to 
promote heavier offerings was a disap- 
pointment to recent sellers for a re- 
duction, which led to epi g & and 
the market acted as if the early buying 
had left it comparatively bare of con- 
tracts for the time being. Selling on 
the weather news possibly was _ re- 
stricted to some extent by uncertainty 
as to the showing of the Census Bu- 
reau report on domestic consumption 
for March, which is to be published at 
the opening tomorrow. 

Opinions as to the probable figures 
ranged from about 590,000 bales up to 
625,000, but the most general expecta- 
tlon seemed to be somewhat above 
600,000 bales, and there may have been 
some buying on a. belief that such a 
report would receive a bullish inter- 
pretation. 

May «old up from 19.60 to 19.78 and 
October from 19,30 to 19.43, the rela- 
tive steady ruling of May helping the 
tone of the general list. The close was 
a little off from the best under realiz- 
ing.

The doctor reports three 
cases of tobacco angine seen by him, 
one a doctor, another a merchant, and a 
third a lawyer. Some of his opinions 
on the subject are: 

1, Tobacco may cause symptoms re- 
sembling angina. 

2. The variety of tobacco used /makes 
no difference. 

3. The pain is worse and lasts longer 
tLan in true angina. 

4. After a person has had one attack 
he may be very sensitive to tobacco. 

5. It is not enough for a man with 
tebacco angina to limit his dose—he 
must swear off completely. 

6. The pains do not stop for some 
weeks after the use of the weed has 
stopped. Time is required to get the 
tobacco out of the system. 

Dr. Moscowitz quotes chemists who 
found nicotine, coliedine, aldehydes and 
carbon monoxide in tobacco smoke. 


Armstrong found 1 per cent carbon 
monoxide in cigarette smoke and 8 per 
cent in a quickly smoked cigar. Rolles- 
ton found that pipe smoke contained 
most nicotine, cigar smoke next and 
cigarette smoke least. The bottom to- 
bacco in the pipe and the lip end of a 
cigar or cigarette supply the heaviest 
charge of nicotine. Smoking down to 
the bottom or end is a bad practice.

It appears that lead poisoning due to 
the use of snuff nas been recognized 
for 150 years. In former times it was 
more frequently encountered than it 
now is. The custom of adulterating 
snuff with lead has been pretty well 
discontinued. In present-day practice, 
when iead gets into snuff it gets there 
from the metal foll in which the snuff 
is wrapped, or which is used to cover 
the cork. Some times the snuff is put 
up in tin containers The poisoning 
of the snuff with lead is accidental 
rather than intenticnal.

Outside Ne York it is not easy to 
visualize the extent of the public that 
Mr. McGraw is appealing to.

Some Semispeculative Issues 


Suffer Under the Late 
Profit Taking. 


rOREIGNS AT NEW PEAKS 


New York, April 12 (A.P.).—Con- | 
tinued activity in the bond market to- 
cay was attended by numerous wide | 
price movements, most of them toward 
higher ground. Some profit-taking de- 
veloped here and there, wiping:out or 
reducing earlier: gains, particularly in 
semispeculative isues, which ordinarily 
follow the trend of stocks on the “big 
board.’ 

The heavy trading was coincident 

With an unusually large volume of new 
offerings, much of which was promptly 
absorbed. The day’s largest new iss‘ie, 
the $18,000,000 International Cement 
Corporation Ss, was reported oversub- 
scribed before noon. Time money and 
commercial paper rates showed no 
change. 

The new St. Paul liens supplied the 
individual feature, although losing all 
their 1%-point gain before the close, 
while the best demonstrati as a 
group was given by the New York trac- 
tions. Interborough mortgages turned 
heavy on realizing late in the session, 
but Third Avenue 5s and New York 
Railway income 6s retained most of 
the point-or-better gains which put 
them in new high ground for the year. 

Among the rails, the best showing 
was made by St. Louis Southwestern 4s, 
Rock Island 4!,8 and Chicago & East- 
ern Illinois 5s. Seaboard issues derived 
some stimulation from President 
Powell's prediction that the road would 
have available $570,000 for interest for 
the first four months, against the six 
months’ need of $625,000. 

Copper bonds and other convertibles 
gsustainec. some substantial losses on 
profit-taking, Adams Express 4s reached 
a new high of 96, up 4 points, but lost 
about helf the gain. 

Italian issues led the foreign group, 
Rome 6'4s. Milan 6145 and some of the 
industrial issues reaching new peaks. 
Mexican bonds continued strong, and 
firmness was general in the foreign list. 
e United States Government securities 
were dull and mixed.

Z|RLMAN PLANS CHANGE 
IN TEACHER SALARY LAW 


Introduces Bill Affecting 80 
Instructors in Junior 
High Schools. 


HAS BUDGET APPROVAL

A bill amending the school teachers’ 
salary bill of 1927 was introduced in 
the House yesterday by Representative 
zZihlman, of Maryland, chairman of the 
District committee. The bill was 
drafted by the Board of Education’ and 
has been approved by the Bureau of 
the Budget. 

Under the terms of one provision of 
the bill, 75 or 80 teachers who were 
transferred from the elementary schools 
to the junior high schools before the 
bill went into effect are made 
eligible for promotion at junior high 
salary rates. These teachers now are 
receiving $100 less. than the other 
teachers. 

he Board of Education at first rec- 
ommended that the pay of these teach- 
ers be raised to a level with the pay 
being received by those who were trans- 
ferred to the junior high schools after 
the salary bill went into effect. This 
would have cost about $8,000. The 
Bureau of the Budget, however, dis- 
approved this recommendation, and 
suggested that the 75 or 80 teachers be 
made eligible for promotion, the in- 
creased salary to be given them after 
they are promoted. This suggestion is 
tncorporated in the bill introduced 
yesterday. 

The first provision in th» bill clarifies 
the language of the salary bill with re- 
gard to transfer of teachers, and elimi- 
nates certain languase that has caused 
controversies between the ‘office of 
Comptroller General McCarl and the 
Board of Education. 

The pill also authorizes the Board 
of Education to credit teachers of 
trades for the work they do before 
entering the schools. This would -per-
